1 . SUMMARY: CODEL DIGGS MET WITH MINISTER OF DEVELOPMENT 
(AND NUMBER TWO IN THE GOVERNMENT) MARCELINO DO SANTOS FOR 
APPROXIMATELY ONE HOURS EVENING OF MARCH 24. DISCUSSION 
CENTERED ON INTERNAL SETTLEMENT IN RHODESIA MOZAMBIQUES 
ECONOMIC PROBLEMS AND PLANS. DOS SANTOS CONDEMNED THE 
INTERNAL SETTLEMENT AND CALLED MUZOREWA AND SITHOLE POLITICAL 
OPPORTUNISTS. DOS SANTOS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT MOZAMBIQUE IS 
FACING SERIOUS ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES BUT CLAIMED GOVERNMENT 
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IS WORKING HARD TO RAISE PRODUCTIVITY AND STANDARD OF LIVING 
FOR THE MASSES. END SUMMARY. 

2. CONGRESSMAN DIGGS ACCOMPANIED BY DCM CARSON. STAFF 
AIDE HERSCHELLE CHALLENOR AND STATE ESCORT OFFICERS LANPHER 
AND BALTIMORE HAD CORDIAL AND RELAXED HOUR LONG CONVERSATION 
WITH MINISTER OF ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT MARCELINO 
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DOS SANTOS MARCH 24. MEETING STARTED AT 1900 HOURS AND 
TOOK PLACE IN DOS SANTOS OFFICE. CONGRESSMAN DIGGS

U.S." THE CARTER ADMINISTERATION IS TRYING HARD TO ASSIST MOZAMBIQE 

IN ITS DEVELOPMENT EFFORTS AND IN OVERCOMING THE PROBLEMS OF 

APPLYING SANCTION AGAINST RHODESIA. DIGGS EXPLAINED THAT THE CONGRESS 

IS THE PROBLEM IN OBTAINING ASSISTANCE FOR MOZAMBIQUE. DIGGS SAID 

THAT THE NUMBER OF PEOPLE IN BOTH HOUSES OF CONGRESS WHO WERE 

IN FAVOR OF GIVING ASSISTANCE TO MOZAMBIQUE HAD INCREASED AND THAT 

THERE WOULD BE A DETERMINED EFFORT THIS YEAR TO GET SOME 

AID FOR MOZAMBAIUE. DIGGS SAID THE FAVORABLE ARTICLES 

WRITTEN BY OTTOWAY, OF THE WASHINGTON POST AND KAUFMANN OF 

NEW YORK TIMES HAD HELPED MOZAMBIQUE, BUT CONCLUDED THAT THE BATTLE 

IN THE CONGRESS WILL BE TOUGH. DR. CHALLENOR AND FSO LANPHER 

THEN REVIEWED STATUS OF FOREIGN ASSISTANCE LEGISLATION 

FOR FY 1979 AND TALKED BRIEFLY ABOUT PROBLEMS PRO- 
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POSED LEGISLATION WOULD HAVE IN OBTAINING PASSAGE. 

4. AFTER THANKING CODEL FOR ITS WORK ON BEHALF OF MOZAMBIQUE. 

DOS SANTOS TURNED IMMEDIATELY TO THE QUESTION OF THE INTERNAL SETTLE- 
MENT IN RHODESIA. HE SAID MOZAMBIQUE IS AGAINST SMITH'S INTERNAL 
AGREEMENT. "IT HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH THE REAL INTEREST OF THE 
PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE." RHODESIA UNDER THE CONTROL OF SITHOLE, 

MUZOREWA, CHIRAU AND SMITH WILL BE LIKE ANOTHER SOUTH 
AFRICAN BANTUSTAN. MUGABE AND NKOMO ARE FIGHTING FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF THE PEOPLE. MOZAMBIQUE SUPPORT THE PATRIOTIC 
FRONT. 

5. DOS SANTOS EXPLAINED THAT SMITH MANAGED TO CONCLUDE AN 
INTERNAL AGREEMENT BECAUSE THE RHODESIAN PROBLEM IS VERY 
DIFFICULT AND BECAUSE MUZOREWA AND SITHOLE ARE POLITICAL

9. COMMENT: MEETING WITH DOS SANTOS WAS CORDIAL AND FRIENDLY. 

CODEL FOUND DOS SANTOS OPEN AND FORTHCOMING AND NOT NEARLY AS 
DOCTRINAIRE, PHILOSOPHICAL AND ROMANTIC AS HE WAS IN NOVEMBER 
1976 WHEN CODEL LAST MET WITH HIM. DOS SANTOS' PRESENTATION WAS
